The uncredited Rolling Stone writer 
referred to Mr. Starks as “woefully 
underrated.” Questlove remarked that 
“Starks was the Beatles to Clyde’s 
Stones. A clean shuffle drummer to 
Clyde’s free-jazz left hand.” Together, 
these two greats left their mark 
on some of the Godfather of Soul’s 
most enduring music (“Cold Sweat,” 
“Superbad,” “Funky Drummer,” etc. 
etc.), as well as a ton of hip-hop artists. 


When I first met Mr. Starks, I was 
under the impression he didn’t want 
to talk about his time with James 
Brown. So I swore I wouldn’t ask. 


The first question out of my mouth 
was, “Do you and James Brown still 
keep in touch?” I half expected to be 
impaled on a drumstick after that, 
but he merely answered “No.” 


He played with other legends, too, 
notably Bobby “Blue” Bland and 
B.B. King. Jab’o and Mr. Stubblefield 
continued to get on well, bringing 
their percussive double whammy to 
overseas audiences as “The Funk 
Masters.” 


“I’ve played with some of the greats,” 
he told me at the time. “I don’t care 
if you know my name. I just want to 
play good music.” 


One thing that stood out during 
our conversation was Mr. Starks’ 
disregard for labels. “If it has a groove 
and a good rhythm, I like to hear it,” 
he said. “I listen to everybody. You 
learn something from everybody. I love 
to play country, I love to play all of it.” 


The last time I saw Jab’o Starks was at 
The Red Bar (naturally) right after the 
beachside service for Kenny Oliverio. 
That seems like forever ago. I spotted 
Jab’o at his car and said hello. 


I’m not ready to say goodbye.

Professor’s Hateful Tweets Not 
What Tenure Should Protect

Don’t speak badly of the dead. De mortuis nihil nisi 
bonum. That phrase goes back more than 1,500 
years and has been practiced at least that long. 


But not so much today. So it should surprise no one 
that, upon the death of former first lady Barbara 
Bush last week, someone used Twitter to call her 
an “amazing racist who, along with her husband, 
raised a war criminal. F--- outta here with your nice 
words.” 


What did surprise people was that the tweeter was a 
Fresno State English professor named Randa Jarrar, 
who continued her Twitter jousting with Internet 
critics, including the following comments: 


“Hither you are against these pieces of s--- and their 
genocidal ways or you’re part of the problem.” 


“I’m happy the witch is dead. can’t wait for the rest of 
her family to fall to their demise the way 1.5 million 
iraqis have. byyyeeeeceee.” 


When showered with angry responses, some calling 
for her dismissal, Jarrar pulled the most incendiary 
trump card of all: her tenure. 


“IT work as a tenured professor. I make 100K a year... 
I will never be fired.” 


The academic form of sticking out your tongue and 
yelling, “Nyah, nyah.” 


Disgusting, obnoxious, insensitive tweets 


Naturally, Jarrar’s actions—and her tweeting out a 
suicide hotline number, saying it was hers, which 
jammed that line for days—brought immediate 
scrutiny to Fresno State, and heated debate over free 
speech on college campuses. 


Conservatives screamed for her head and asked why 
Jarrar is tolerated when right-wing speakers are 
protested or even banned from universities. Liberals 
claimed that if Jarrar were punished, it would only 
prove that free speech in this country is in peril. 


And lost in this debate is the simple fact that Jarrar 
behaved like an obnoxious, petulant child. Her 
timing was insensitive, her glee at another’s death 
was disgusting, her lack of empathy for a grieving 
family was sub-human, and her chest pounding 
about tenure, a concept put into effect by the very 
government she apparently abhors, was hypocritical. 


It’s also beneath the behavior you’d expect from any 
teacher. 


Jarrar, according to the Los Angeles Times, in her late 
30s. She identifies as Arab-American and Muslim. 
She was born in the U.S. and lived in the Middle 
East until 1991. With three advanced degrees—one 


from the University of Michigan—she apparently has 
spent most of her adult life in academia. 


Yet, according to numerous websites, she has tweeted 
out things like this: 


--’I can’t wait for the old white guard of literary writers 
and ‘critics’ to die. Their time is f---ing up, too.” 


--’We are sooooo much cooler than Israelis, don’t at 
me b----.” 


--”.., f--- outta here with your white feminism. I said 
don’t at me, b----. I’m a professor...” 


This is someone teaching our kids. 
Tenure wasn’t designed to protect this 


Which raises the question, how low must you sink 
before getting fired from a university? Tenure, which 
protects certain professors’ jobs, sometimes for entire 
careers, makes it unclear. Invented in the 20th 
century, tenure was designed to keep powerful college 
donors from influencing freedom of thought. 


It’s a noble idea. But in an era when a Facebook post 
can get high school teachers fired, and a video clip 
can close down a national coffee chain for a day, a 
tenure bubble seems out of step with every other 
working American. 


There was no Twitter when tenure was conceived. 
Back then, it was about protecting lectures or written 
works. Behaving like an insensitive ass in public— 
which, let’s be blunt, is what Jarrar did—was never 
the intent. Nor was bragging about a $100,000 salary 
and your inability to get fired. 


Fresno State president Joseph Castro called Jarrar’s 
tweets “unacceptable.” But what will he do about 
them? Last year, another Fresno State professor, 
Lars Maischak, tweeted out that “to save American 
democracy, (President) Trump must hang. The sooner 
and the higher, the better.” He also called for designs 
for a monument to whomever assassinated Trump. 


For this, he was investigated by the feds, and 
ultimately demoted to teaching only online courses. 
Last Thursday, he wrote a piece for the Fresno Bee 
defending Jarrar, likening the criticism of her to 
Nazism, and saying Castro is a “parade marshal for 
the lynch mob. Shame on him.” 


Really? Shame on him? Not the woman who clogged a 
suicide hotline and spat on a dead woman’s memory? 
That pretty much sums up the rabid blindness of our 
political wars. From a president who tweets like an 
angry teen, to a professor who tweets like a taunting 
rap artist, we’re missing the point.

Teddy Kennedy’s Surprise for Grandma

This week, we'll cover one of the 
little-noticed ways mass Third World 
immigration is making our country 
more colorful: elder rape. 


Usually the vibrant cultural diversity 
that immigrants bring runs more along 
the lines of child rape, drunk driving 
and food stamp fraud. But our official 
government policy of importing the 
Third World also means we're going to 
have a lot more elder rape, too. 


Thank you, Teddy Kennedy! Something 
for the seniors. 


I was recently reminded of this aspect of 
diversity because, a few days ago, jury 
selection began in the trial of illegal alien 
Victor Aureliano Martinez Ramirez and 
anchor baby Jose Fernando Villagomez 
for the rape, torture and murder of 
64-year-old Marilyn Pharis. 


Pharis was attacked in 2015, just a few 
weeks after Kate Steinle was killed by 
an illegal in San Francisco—a wondrous 
moment in time when Donald Trump 
wanted to deport illegals, rather than 
call them “Dreamers” and give them 
amnesty. 


Like Steinle’s killer, Martinez Ramirez 
had a lengthy and impressive arrest 
record in this country, including felony 
assault with intent to commit sexual 
assault. A week before his violent home 
invasion, he was released from jail on 
drug and weapons charges. 


We don’t know the details of the recent 
attack because the perps have VIP

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status, requiring the utmost discretion 
from our media. But based on what 
is known, the crime sounds pretty 
gruesome. 


Pharis was attacked at 10 in the 
morning, at home, sleeping in her 
own bed, after working a night shift at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. According 
to the dry legal charges and hospital 
report, she was penetrated with a 
“foreign object” and beaten with a 
hammer, leaving her with a broken 
neck and broken eye sockets. Pharis 
survived, managed to call the police 
and was taken to a hospital, where she 
died eight days later. 


While we wait for the trial transcript, 
here are a few more examples of this 
multicultural trait we are importing for 
no good reason. 


Sergio Martinez-Perez was the sort of 
hardworking undocumented immigrant 
from Mexico we keep hearing so much 
about from elected Republicans angling 
for campaign donations from the Koch 
brothers. He “played by the rules,” 
working in Omaha, Nebraska, as a 
roofer. (Roofing is well known to be a 
job Americans just won’t do.) Only 19 
years old, Sergio was a “Dreamer.” 
They’re “absolutely incredible kids!” 


One summer night in 2013, Sergio 
got drunk and broke into the home of 
93-year-old Louise Sollowin, savagely 
beat her, breaking her nose and orbital 
bones, then ripped off her adult diaper 
and raped her. Sollowin’s daughter 
had put her mother to bed earlier that 
night. When she returned at 8:30 the 
following morning, she found Sergio

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lying naked and passed out on top of 
her mother’s bloody body. Three days 
later, Louise Sollowin died. 


Sergio would already have been on a 
bullet train to legal status had Marco 
Rubio’s amnesty passed. (Just think of 
all the Sergios a Trump amnesty will 
get us!) 


Mexican illegal immigrant Victor 
Manuel Batres Martinez raped, 
sodomized and beat two nuns in their 
50s, strangling one to death with her 
own rosary beads. By the time of his 
nun-rape in 2002, Martinez had already 
been arrested multiple times before for 
kidnapping, robbery and possession 
of narcotics. Under the _ rigorous 
immigration enforcement procedures of 
the Clinton and Bush administrations, 
Martinez had been “ordered” deported 
three times, meaning he signed a note 
three times promising to leave. 


In 2013, Antonio Nieto, a certified 
nursing assistant, was convicted 
of sexually assaulting patients in a 
nursing home. The staff didn’t believe 
the first victim, a 59-year-old woman, 
who was considered a complainer for 
objecting to the facility’s oppressive 
anti-smoking rules. This allowed two 
more female patients to be sexually 
assaulted by Nieto, one 73 years old, 
and the other 93. (Always believe the 
smoker!) 


Nieto needed a Spanish translator at 
trial. Don’t say Third World immigrants 
aren’t creating jobs! 


In 2008, a rash of rapes of women older 
than 60 in Texas finally ended when 
the police arrested Jose Ayala Nunez, a 
Honduran illegal immigrant, who later 
pleaded guilty to the assaults. 


Isn’t a wall beginning to sound like a 
deal at any price? 


Twenty-four-year-old Parkpoom 
Seesangrit, an anchor baby, was a 


student at the American International 
College in Springfield, Massachusetts, 
when he was arrested in May 2014 for 
raping a 69-year-old dementia patient 
at the nursing home where he worked. 


When caught by a nurse, he said, “I 
am sorry. I know it looks bad. I am in 
trouble.” He later claimed he was merely 
changing the victim’s diaper when he 
slipped and “digitally penetrated her.” 
He admitted to slipping on another 
occasion when he was taking the same 
patient to the bathroom. 


Seesangrit was convicted and sentenced 
to six to eight years in prison. He needed 
a Thai interpreter at trial. (Immigration 
SAVES taxpayers money!) 


Last month, 23-year-old Ghanaian 
immigrant Fode Doukoure pleaded 
guilty to raping a 74-year-old woman. 


The first time, he merely fondled the 
wheelchair-bound woman. The second 
time, he doused her in pepper spray, 
then held an anesthesia-soaked rag 
over her mouth, knocking her out 
for about an hour. When the woman 
awoke, her hands were bound and her 
underwear was on backward. 


(Who wanted Norwegians, anyway?) 


Doukoure promised Pennsylvania state 
court judge Christylee Peck to “stay out 
of trouble and stay away from people 
who would put trouble in my way.” Like 
74-year-old hussies in wheelchairs— 
that’s trouble with a capital T! 


Melted by his words, Judge Peck 
sentenced Doukoure to the 16 months 
he’d already spent in county lockup, 
awaiting trial, so he was released 
immediately and is now well on his way 
to taking Joy Reid’s job at MSNBC.

I wish I had spoken out more—not 
in anger or frustration, but in a 
reasoned approach—on issues that 
might have been unpopular but 
needed to be addressed. Dr. King 
said, “Injustice anywhere is a threat to 
justice everywhere. We are caught in 
an inescapable network of mutuality, 
tied in a single garment of destiny. 
Whatever affects one directly, affects 
all indirectly.” 
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I wish I’d paid more attention to a 
poem we had to memorize in grammar 
school, particularly the lines, “If you 
can meet with triumph and despair/ 
And treat those two imposters both 
the same.” Rudyard Kipling was on to 
something. 


I wish I had known about and 
embraced two tenets of Buddhism— 
“The only constant in life is change” 
and “Pain is inevitable — suffering is 
optional.” 


I wish I’d bought less clothes, eaten 
fewer animals, been kinder to people 
older than me, and more patient with 
people younger than me. I wish Id 
planted more trees. I wish I’d spent 
more time with my family. I wish I 
had understood that the definition 
of success in business involved more 
than making money. I wish I’d worked 
harder to understand people—and to 
understand myself. 
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I wish I had practiced a bit more 
moderation. I had more of an 
“everything in moderation, including 
moderation” philosophy. That wasn’t 
successful when it came to alcohol. I 
finished with my drinking years ago. 
I embraced David Sedaris’ approach 
that my drinking life was marred 
by some sort of accounting glitch. 
I'd been allotted a certain number 
of drinks in life and I used them up 
too quickly—more of a bookkeeping 
error. 


A bucket could easily contain the 
list of things I’d like to do in the 
future. ’m not enamored with the 
idea of bungee jumping, cave diving, 
fire walking, stunt flying, running 
with the bulls, skydiving, riding a 
motorcycle, or hundreds of other 
thrilling adventures. 


But a wheelbarrow would not hold all 


of the things I’d do differently if I had 
the chance.

Meet Congressional Candidate Phil Ehr

This is the first in a series of profiles on 
the candidates running for Matt Gaetz’s 
seat in Florida’s 1st Congressional 
District. Phil Ehr, a retired U.S. Navy 
Commander and former Republican, has 
his eye on the Democratic nomination. 
The primary election is August 28. 


Beachcomber hopes to feature the 
other qualified candidates in upcoming 
issues, including the incumbent. You 
folks know how to reach us. 


The first thing I notice when I visit 
EHRforCONGRESS.com is that 
Phil Ehr calls himself “a sensible 
Democrat.” I ask him about it when 
we meet at Bishops Coffee and Tea in 
Mary Esther for a friendly chat and, of 
course, coffee. 


“’m a Democrat, I’m a new Democrat, 
and I’m sensible,” Mr. Ehr explains. 
“Those things go together.” He adds 
that the label is intended to reach 
out not only to Democrats, but 
Republicans and Independents as 
well. “I just switched from Republican 
last year. Nobody needs to be afraid of 
me.” 


The move to the other side was 
triggered by President Trump and 
Rep. Matt Gaetz and what Mr. Ehr 
calls “that whole sickness we have as 
a country. In the military, we didn’t 
play politics, but we knew how to take 
political guidance and turn it into 
practical solutions. Military people are 
not driven by the radical ideology we 
see driving Gaetz.” 


Mr. Ehr, who served in the U.S. Navy 
for 26 years, is running for Rep. Gaetz’ 
seat “to fight for the people of Northwest 
Florida and to reduce the chaos in 
Washington, D.C.” The candidate’s 
priorities include: 


Good Paying Jobs. “We’re blessed 
here with the two economic engines of 
beach tourism and the military,” says 
Mr. Ehr. “Working with small business, 
the growing military produces good 
paying jobs. Beach tourism is amazing 
for us. It feeds our senses and love of 
recreation. But the jobs it produces are 
contingent and generally low paying. 
The federal government can influence 
growth in ways that are good for 
everything.” 


Affordable Healthcare. “Everyone 
in America, especially our veterans, 
deserves quality healthcare they 
can afford. Our country has gone 
from what’s perceived to be a ‘leftist’

Affordable Health Care Act—although 
it came from the Heritage Foundation— 
to the conservative chant of ‘repeal and 
replace,’ which failed. 


‘I would like to see Congress 
immediately tackle major legislation 
in the way that you and I were taught 
it should be done—open hearings in 
Congress and no back room deals. 
Sometimes process is substance. Gaetz 
is right on board with all this reckless 
behavior. In this effort, I would want 
to see ACA principles on the table, 
Universal Health Care options on the 
table, and a good debate.” 


As a military veteran, Mr. Ehr has 
benefited from TriCare, a single-payer 
system. “But it’s eroding because, as a 
nation, we haven’t come to sustainable 
economics. We have to sustain Social 
Security and Medicare, too. Our aging 
population demands it and can afford 
it. It’s immoral to saddle our children 
and grandchildren with the debt our 
Republican government has given us.” 


Mr. Ehr and his wife Sue have two 
daughters of their own. They are 
currently in their 20s and “making 
their way in the world.” Mr. Ehr lives 
in Pensacola, where he first served as 
a Petty Officer in the United States 
Navy. After receiving his commission in 
Officer Candidates School, he earned 
his wings in Pensacola’s “Cradle of 
Aviation.” 


“I’ve been voting here since 1984,” he 
says. “My professional roots are here.” 


The Operation Desert Shield and 
Operation Desert Storm (among 
others) veteran has some choice words 
for the incumbent when it comes to 
an issue that hits home with Emerald 
Coast residents. “Matt Gaetz claims to 
be against offshore drilling. I find his 
position disingenuous at best,” says 
Mr. Ehr. 


“If he was serious, he would demand a 
moratorium on further drilling off the 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana 
coasts. And pushing for clean energy— 
solar and wind. Instead, he’s all

about building a trench in Navarre. 
This sends a bad signal about our 
community’s commitment to military 
activities and small businesses.” 


Mr. Ehr says he has a path to victory 
because of Gaetz’s unpopularity. 
“Democrats are energized,” he says. 
“Independents lean Democrat, and 
clear-thinking Republicans recognize 
qualities in me that will represent us 
all. 


“I know how to represent people and 
solve problems.”

It hit 89 degrees in Orlando on 
Saturday, April 14. It was a perfect 
Florida day for an afternoon of 
tailgating at Camping World Stadium 
before the evening’s big events. First 
up, a performance by Jimmy Buffett 
and the Coral Reefer Band, followed 
by a two-and-a-half-hour performance 
by the classic American rock band the 
Eagles. 


At 7 p.m., with a nice Florida breeze 
blowing through the stadium, Buffett 
and his band hit the stage. They 
opened with “Changes in Latitudes, 
Changes in Attitudes” before heading 
into “Pencil Thin Mustache.” Buffett 
played all the crowd’s favorites 
including “Come Monday,” “Volcano,” 
“Margaritaville,” and “Fins.” 


On that last song, he had the crowd 
leaning to the left and right. Also 
included in the setlist were covers of 
“Southern Cross” and “Knee Deep.” 
Buffett’s encores included “We Are 
the People Our Parents Warned 
Us About” and “Brown Eyed Girl.” 
Buffett’s 90-minute show was a great 
starter to an outstanding evening of 
music. 


Promptly at 9, soft blue lights came 
up on stage and the opening lyrics to 
“Seven Bridges Road” rang out across 
the venue. Across the front of the 
stage stood Joe Walsh, Deacon Frey 
(the 24-year-old son of the late Glenn 


Frey), Don Henley, Timothy B. Schmit, 
and country superstar Vince Gill. 


After the opening number, Deacon 
sang “Take It Easy,” a song his father 
co-wrote (with Jackson Browne) 
and sang lead on back in 1972. The 
younger Frey sounded like his dad 
many times throughout the song and 
even resembled Glenn from the band’s 
early days. 


From there, Henley—the only original 
Eagle left in the band—took over on 
lead with “One of These Nights” and 
a voice that still sounds remarkably 
good. He then introduced country 
superstar Vince Gill, who sang “Take 
It to The Limit.” Gill fit right in with 
his soaring tenor voice and superb 
guitar playing. He also told the crowd 
how thrilled he was to be playing with 
the Eagles and would later sing one of 
his own songs, “The Next Best Thing.” 


Then it was time for one of the top 
guitarists in the world to take over 
the stage. Walsh sang “In the City,” 
demonstrating his exemplary guitar 
playing and zany facial expressions. 
He also performed hits from his James 
Gang days including “Walk Away” and 
“Funk #49.” 


Henley and the younger Frey teamed 
up for “How Long,” a J.D. Souther 
song the Eagles first sang in 1972 
and eventually released on their 2007 
album Long Road Out of Eden. Bassist 
and vocalist Schmit joined in after

that with “I Can’t Tell You Why” and 
“Love Will Keep Us Alive.” 


Gill and Deacon shared lead vocal duties 
on many of the old Glenn Frey songs. 
Gill sang lead on “New Kid in Town” and 
the Grammy winning “Lyin’ Eyes,” and 
Deacon took on “Already Gone.” Henley 
sang the first encore, “Hotel California,” 
and the second encore included Walsh’s 
“Rocky Mountain Way” and Henley’s 
solo “Desperado.” 


The Eagles ended their show at 11:30 
keeping the crowd of over 46,000 on 
their feet and singing along. I’ve seen 
the band in concert multiple times, 
and this was a fantastic show. I’m sure 
Glenn Frey was smiling down on his 
son and bandmates. 


On a side note, next time you 
are in Orlando, check out the 
Downtown Historic District of 


nearby Winter Garden. According to 
WinterGardenPost.com, this small 
town was developed in the late 19th 
century during the growth of the citrus 
industry. It was once a destination for 
celebrities such as Clark Gable, who 
would take the train there and stay at 
the Edgewater Motel.

The motel was built in 1927 and is 
still there. With its brick-lined streets, 
it’s pedestrian friendly and includes 
many shops and restaurants along 
with the Winter Garden Theatre. 


Also located in Downtown Winter 
Garden is the Plant Street Market, 
with 20 vendors offering natural, 
organic food and handmade products 
all inside of one building. The 
cornerstone of the Plant Street Market 
is the Crooked Can Brewery that 
includes ample seating outside. 


My family and I had lunch at the Moon 
Cricket Grille, built in 1912, also 
with outdoor seating. The restaurant 
is known for its burgers, wings and 
sandwiches. We ordered sandwiches, 
and they were delicious. 


Downtown Winter Garden is also pet- 
friendly, and we saw plenty of dogs 
with their owners. On Saturdays, 
there is a farmers’ market, and you 
can enjoy live music Friday evenings 
on the Plaza. There’s also plenty of 
free parking.

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Former U.S. Senator George S. Lemieux and 
freelance journalist Laura E. Mize might start some 
arguments with their choices—where else would you 
find Walt Disney and Fidel Castro together? Still, 
they covered the big and the little picture in Florida 
Made, presenting each case according to the nature 
and the pervasiveness of the subject’s contribution 
to the state’s establishment, for better or worse. I 
was delighted to see George Washington Jenkins Jr. 
(founder of Publix), and agreed with Henry Flagler’s 
Number One spot (Disney is second). There were 
some surprises. The book is filled with photos and 
maps.

George’s at Alys Beach: Comfortable 


Elegance and a Rainbow of Flavors 


George’s at Alys Beach serves lunch and dinner 
in a stylishly painted wooden beach-style house. 
There’s a main dining room, a porch and rooms 
on both sides with more tables, and ample views 
all around. A sheltered waiting area sits next to 
the building, with couches, TV and a service bar. 
George’s seating is first-come, first-served, and 
you can get a beverage and climb the stairs to an 
observation area. The color scheme is white, green 
and grey, with wood accents, clean and restful. 


My wife and our daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner) 
had dinner at George’s on a recent weeknight. It 
was sunny but breezy, so I was glad to get an inside 
seat. Our server (Melissa) got us drinks, described 
and answered questions about menu items, and left 
us to decide. 


George’s dinner menu offers starter/share plates, 
salads, and entrees titled “be-have” (lighter fare) 
and “mis-be-have” (more substantial fare). There’s 
a separate dessert menu—which you might want 
to consult before you order your main meal—and a 
wine and beer list. The menus vary seasonally. 


We decided to start with an app and a salad, and 
share them. The starters list included lobster 
quesadilla, spicy Thai mussels with grilled 
baguette, tuna poke lettuce wraps, calamari “fries” 
and a sampler of seafood charcuterie. Salads 
were Mexican street corn salad, lump crab and 
watermelon, and arugula. We chose the charcuterie 
and the corn salad. 


The chef at George’s likes vegetables and fruits. 
Many items include a mix of both, including fruit- 
and vegetable-based or infused marinades, sauces 
and dressings. Sweet, sour, hot and spicy flavors 
pervade, and it’s all quite colorful. 


The seafood charcuterie consisted of seafood 
torchon (a terrine or “sausage” of seafood), smoked 
salmon croquettes, puckery little cornichons, and 
crackers. The smoky salmon added depth to the 
crisp fried, creamy on the inside croquettes, and the 
torchons had the sweetness of crabmeat. Grace was 
even persuaded to try a bite. 


The salad was a hit. Roasted white corn scattered 
through the greens added sweetness and crunch, 
and sliced oranges and avocado paired well visually 
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and on the palate. The slightly sweet plantain chips 
helped scoop up the corn dressing. Again, Grace 
had her share. 


For the main course, we took two of Melissa’s 
suggestions. My wife ordered spicy salt & pepper 
shrimp, and I ordered seared sea scallops. Grace 
got her usual—fried shrimp, side of fruit, keep the 
lemonade coming. 


Each menu item at George’s bears a description 
of the ingredients (not their pedigree, just what 
they are). The shrimp are cooked in a creamy 
Thai vinaigrette (a touch of mayo adds texture), 
and served with basmati rice, snow peas, chunks 
of melon and charred brussels sprouts. It packs 
a one-two punch of salt and heat, with sweetness 
from the fruit and tartness from the sauce. Charred 
brussels sprouts are edging out asparagus as my 
favorite vegetable. 


Three large sea scallops came to me in a pool of 
coral-colored lobster buttermilk vichyssoise. They 
were topped with mango and cabbage slaw, greens, 
sweet peppers and crisp little discs of chorizo. It 
was an amazing combination of flavors and textures 
- warm, cool, sweet, briny, crunchy, tender and 
luxurious. I ate the scallops—perfectly seared—in 
little slices. Didn’t want it to end. 


Other menu choices are daily fish, jerk-crusted 
snapper, vegan alfredo fettuccine (with shrimp or 
chicken options), spiced grilled salmon, angus filet, 
grilled pork chop, roast chicken, and seafood plates 
with fried oysters, or fried or grilled grouper or 
shrimp. 


I had seen the dessert menu online, so I had 
made some preliminary choices. When my wife 
announced she was too full for dessert, Grace and 
I had to broker a choice to share. The desserts that 
night were hummingbird cake with butter cream 
cheese frosting, key lime pie, island bar (coconut 
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cake with mango mousse), chilled summer bisque 
(fruits and gluten-free pound cake), mint double 
chocolate cookie, ice cream, and warm chocolate 
“soo.” I inclined toward the island bar, but Grace 
had been such a good girl about trying things that I 
yielded to her choice—goo it was. 


Itwas awarm cross between a brownie and apudding, 
with ice cream, whipped cream, chocolate mousse, 
chocolate sauce, little chocolate stick cookies, and, 
oh yeah, berries. Grace ate through about a third 
before leaving the rest to me. I’d already cleaned my 
plate and helped my wife with her shrimp, but goo 
does not travel well, you understand.
